Session of the Seventh Congress by welcoming the delegates to.Columbus. He next explains 
the schedule of events after which ho turned the Congress over to the Pemanent Chair¬ 
man Mr. Allan Manak who officially called the Congress to order as a convened Session 
of the Congress of Sclentiflo Ufologists by cal'* tng the Roll. The following organlzatioi

Chaliman Manak then asked Kr* Robinson to take over the ceromony of one minute of 
silent prayer for the deceased researchers whose name had been placed on the Honor 
Roll* 

Kr* Robinson was then asked to present the Loftin Award since he had been the last 
recelplent of that honor* Kr. Robinson informed the Congress that the permanent 
Organizing Committees choice for the honor had fal"* en on an amazed Kr. Kanak and 
presented him with the award* Mr, Manak rose accepted the award from Mr. Robinson 
and thanked the Congress* He explained how amazed he was since althou^ he was on 
the Permanent Organizing Committee he had,^been kept in the dark regarding the choice* 
Chairman Manak then called for the reports of the Standing Committees 
Mr* Robinson of the Robinson Committee on Ethics, Correspondence and Membership then 
rose and read his report which was accepted with a minor correction of address* 

(see Appendix No* 1) 

Mr* Brasdovieh of the Brasdovich Committee on Projects next reported that he had 
received a very bad response to the notification in the Robinson Press release regardl 
his committee. Only CAPIC, he reported*had contacted him. 

Chairman Manak next asked for the progress reports of attending individuals, publi¬ 
cations and organizations* 

Mr. Kevin Collins reported that the Aerial Phenomena Investigations Research Center 
were at that time conducting a public education research questlonalre the final report 
of which had not been evaluated* 

Mr* Gray Barker of Sauoerian Publications reported that he had been working with Al 
Bender on further infomatlon about his experience and story. He also stated that he h 
with him at the time a tape from Kr* Bender which members ml^t hear at a later date. 
Mr* Ronald Pelger of the United Aerial Phenomena Agency presented the Congress members 
with typed reports of the UFO Questions ire and findings they had conducted and the ' 
entire report of the Bonnie Berea Case. ( See Appendix No. 2} 

Kr. Jarret of the UFO Investigators stated that his group were making a study of the 
Magnetic Field Effect which were sometimes reported to have occured with a sighting, 
Mr* Colman Vonkeviczky, Director of the Intercbntlnental UFO Research and Analytic 
Network then read to the Congress a translation of a letter from Karl L* Veit the 
Director of Deutsche UFO Studiengemeinschatt of Welsbaden, the publisher of UFO- 
Nachrlcten and the European representative of ICUFON* Who as such is also a Congress 
member.

Coliaan Vonkoviczky of ICCFON then presented each delegate with a copy of the Press 
Pelease # l2 which had been printed for release at that time. {See Appendix No. 2) 

Vr. P.alph Fanning an individual researcher next made his report on the conference sponsored 
ty the Aerial Phenomena Club of Central Illinois which was held at Bradley TTnlverslty. June 
I3th 1970. Mr. Fanning reported that the first speaker was Dr. Allen R. Utke, A8s«t. Prof, 
cf Chenlstry. Wisconsin State tTniversity who spoke on *W0*b and the Problem of Sclentlflo 
Svidence”, He was-followed by Mr. Tod Phillips of the Missouri State Highway Dept. Who 
apcke on the special Investigations he had made regarding Burned Circles end Bunt Marks 
as evidence he also Included information regarding the "Saucer Nests" 

The next speaker was Mr. John F. Schuessler the Senior Engineer of the McDonnelX.*Douglaa 
Aeronautics Co. who discussed aeronautic phases of the XIFO problem. Mr. Robert £mulling 
a professional photographer then lectured on photographic effects and what to look for in 
a U?0 photo. 

Mrs. Coral lorenzen ended the afternoon portion of the conference with an "Up to Date 
Report of the UFO Situation" 

After the supper had been served Mr. Fanning'stated that. Dr. J Allen Heynek discussed the 
current stae of UFO research with emphasis on the fact that future progress in the field 
vofuld have to come from the efforts of the civilian researchers. 

Mr. Brasdovlch of the National Scientific Aerial Research Organization read their annual 
report. (See Appendix No. 2) 

Mr. Swinehart of the UFO Research Bureau of Lorain announced that the report of his 
organization was not yet ready but would be mailed to Mr. Robinson in time to be included in 
the Journal. (See Appendix No. 2) 

Mr. Kevin McCray gave, the report of the American Flying Saucer Investigations Committee. (See 
Appendix No. 2) 

Mr. Edward Blebel then gave a report regarding the UFO Tmtch Filter Center and the Project 
Will^O-The-Wlsp. The Project Will-O-The-Wiap report is to'long to include in Its entirety 
la the Journal. The Erhardt Data Index Systen Infomation has however been removed frcm It 
end is included. (See Appendix No. 2) 

A resolutlonwas made that the UFO watch Filter Center be made an intergral part of the 
Congress. Mr. Fazming so moved and when the motion was seconded the Chair announced that the 
discussion on this motion would be tabled until the second session. 

The Ohalr also asked Mr. Robinson the Recording Secretary to contact Mrs. Lorenzen of APRO 
regarding affiliation of that group with the Congress. 

Mr. Bob Easley next reported that even though he was at present in the unifoim of the U.S* 
Navy, be had attempted to take an opinion poll in the various oountlles he visited as a 
cesber of the armed forces*. UFO Magazine has printed the opinion poll of Mr. Easley as well 
as a NSAPRO Field Research Guide.(See Appendix No. 2} 

Chairman Manak adjourned the first closed session. 

Sctcond Closed Session 3.30 P.M. June 26, 1970 

^e Second Closed Session of the Congress of Scientific Ufologists was called to order by ' 
the Permanent Chainnau Mr* Manak. Discussion on the pending motion regarding the UFO Watch 
Filter Center being operated as part of the Congress work was then carried on and the 
motion was carried when put to a vote. 

Mr. Allen Greenfield, publisher of the UFO Slgther and the Alternate Horizons News'*etter, 
next made his report* He had participated in a second investigation of the Brown Kt. Lights, 
reported on the situation regarding saucer nests in New Zealand, researched historical KIB 
eases which appeared to have dated back to over 4 or 5 hundred yeare ago,,researched numbers 
of unusual phenomena cases and contacted the Georgia State senator Richard B. Russell to 
ascertain that the Air Force records regarding UFO would be stored in the Air Force Archives, 
(See Appendix No. 2 for partial information of this researchers numerous activities, much of 
the information given had to be deleted from many of his reports as well as other reports 
because of the lack of space* J.J.R.) 

Mr. Robinson then announced that one item of old business which had never been taken care of 
was the proposed draugth ammendlng the Code of Ethics* This draugth which hod been attached 
as a rider to the original resolution to croato.a,set of_^-Lawa had never been.voted upon

Second Closed Session continued 


Fanning then addressed the Chair with the announcement that a reso'^ution must be passed 
regarding the depository bank. It was resolved that the "Citizens Ccoimeroial Bank of Celina 
Ohio" would be the official depository bank of the Congress of Scientific Ufologists. 

A notlonthat the treasurer Kir. Fanning be bonded was discussed and since it was conceded 
that £!r. Fannings personal responsibility would involved as the legal treasurer of the 
Congress and he would be legally responsible and legally libel, for any monies placed In 
his charge the motion was defeated. 

Chainnan Manak then proposed an amendment to the By-Laws regarding the quallfioatiohs for 
organizations who wished to host the Congress

Artlole-9 

A qualification for a bid to host the Congress must be that the host organization 
will have attended at least three (3) previous Closed Sessions.

Vr. Fanning moved for the proposition and Mr. Blebel seconded the motion. Kr. Greenfield 
the parliment’arian read to the Closed Session the pork ion of the By-Laws regarding 
amending the By-Laws by Congress Vote. Title IT requires a two third vote in favor. 
Discussion being at an end the vote was taken and well over two third voted in favor. 

A proposal that a mid term meeting of the Congress be held was again raised for discussion 
The discussion ended in a motion that the Permanent Organizing Committee meet each mid-texm 
and extend to all member organizations the prl.viledge of sending a delegate to aid in the 
deliberation held in order to clarify procedure and operation of the Congress. The motion 
was seconded and a vote so moved. 

Ur. Robinson then read a letter from Kir. George Smyth of Elizabeth, N.7. which was greeted 
with applause. (See Appendix No. 4) 

Bids for the next Congress were the next item on the agenda. Mr Rllberg then placed a bid 
for Cleveland as the next site of the Congress. Mr. Hilberg stated that the bid was made 
under the Joint auspices of The UFO Magazine and the Cleveland Aerial Phenomena Investlgati 
Committee. The bids being closed it was moved and seconded that the Oleveland bid be accept 
the motion was carried. 

Mr. Gray Barker next presented the following resolution,

other officers and members of the American Flying Saucer Investigating Committee of 
Columbus, Ohio, for their work in sponsoring the 1970 Congress.

A motion was made and seconded that the Erhardt Data Index System (EDIS) be adc^ted as the 
official system of all CSU members. The motion was carried when put to a vote, (Kr, Joseph 
Srhardt publishes U.F*0. Cponolog, see Will-O-the-Wlap Appendix No* S 'for detailed Infor¬ 
mation regarding this data index system* 

l!r, Cohaan Vonkeviezky of ICUFON next gave a report of UFO research in Hussia, 

A discussion regarding incorporating the Congress and requesting a non-profit status was 
next started. The Chair requested hir, Blebel to look into the matter and make a report 
at the forthcoming P.O,C. midterm meeting 

Kr. Brasdovich next took the floor and gave a vivid description of the sky watch work his . 
organization had done during the summer and fall of 1969, He described the equlvllent of 
almost thousands of dollars of ooramercial equipment hie organization had created by do-it- 
yourself methods and explained the project in hand for constructing three mobile tracking 
trucks with more equipment for future research. 

The Chair then adjourned the last Closed Session,

About the Object 

1, Object was very bright. 

2. Color was of bright red and orange (like the color of a 
sun at sunset).

4. While object was hovering it seemed to be wobbling on 
its axis. 

5. Center section around object was definitely spinning. 
EDITOR'S NOTE; Witness referred to the center section as a 
"platform".

EDITOR'S NOTE: These lights show up very clearly on photographs.

EDITOR'S NOTE: This type of roun<fness can clearly be seen on 
the photographs.

Her Personal Feeling About the Object 

1. When witness first saw object through window she was 
shaken to the point of not turning away. She could not 
take her eyes off .the object.

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Evaluation of Testimony

Summation

1. Witness turned over negative to me for further study. 

2. Witness agreed to loan us the pictures so we could 
make color slides for evaluation only if negatives 
were returned. The agreerttent was set for 2 or 3 days, 

3. Witness also agreed to let us question her father 
(which will be set at a future date). 

4. Witness also agreed to let us go to her apartment, in 
the future, and take photographs of same area. (At 

. this time we could also take measurements of the trees 
and parking area for distances in relationship to 
object.

5. Mr. Pelger and witness worked out a sketch of the 
object as seen from side view. 

6. Witness gave first name (Bonnie) and' telephone number 
only. 

All summation here is after the first four (4) stages only. 


Stage #5 . • 

I tried to contact the witness to return the negatives and 
blow-ups, black and white prints. Date was June 28, 1967, time 
7:06 and 7:52, No answer. 
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On June 29, 1967, I made 3 telephone calls to witness's 
home. On all three occasions there was no answer. 

On June 30, 1967, the first call to the witness's home, at 
2:47 p.ni., proved good. 


At this time I told the witness that I was trying to contact 
her for 3 days. She replied that she was not home. She also 
said that she had bad news for me. The pictures were in her 
handbag and she believes they were stolen. She carried the 
pictures in her handbag just in case we would show up at her

place of employment. ♦ 

Before I would ask her any more details, she told me to

take the original negatives that I had in n\y possession and use 
them to get more pictures. 

With this, I thanked her and tbld her she would hear from ’ 
me in 3 to 4 days. 

I then turned the negatives over to Mr.,Brill at his home 
on July 2, 1967. At this time he stated that it would take from 
5 to 7 days to receive the pictures. ' . . ; ' , . -

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Final Stage of the Bonnie Berea Case 

At approximately Stage #6, Ron Pelger stated the object in 
the picture reminded him of a picture he had seen somewhere. 
Suddenly Ron walked to the file drawers and pulled out a Post 
magazine of December 17» I 966 ; there was the object that was 
duplicated in the photo, identical markings and all. 

Need it be said that this was another attempt to hoodwink 
dedicated people belonging to UFO groups. People of this type 
would receive enjoyment out of kicking ice cream cones out of 
children's hands or setting fire to the Declaration of Independ¬ 
ence. 

Thank goodness the people connected with the UAPA are con¬ 
scientious, dedicated investigators and are not hurried into 

stating whether a sighting is valid or a hoax until a qualified 

investigation is made. 

Therefore, it is only fair that we write off the Bonnie 
Berea Case as an earnest endeavor to perpetrate a hoax— which 

did not work. So-the case is closed-period.

Abstract: THE GRAVE INTERNATIONAL RESPONSIBILITY BEHIND THE UNITED STATES 
POLICY ON THE NON-TERRESTRIAL AERIAL OBJECTS (UFOs) ACTIVITY. 

On June 26, 1970 in Colunbus, Ohio (U.S.A.) at the 7th Congress 
of Scientific Ufologists, Colraan VonKeviczky,MMSE. Project Director of 
the Intercontinental U.F.O. Research and Analytic Netv/ork issued the 
following statement; 

"On February 7th, 1966 an odd news item was given world wide 
attention through the news media: *U.N.secretariat staff member's Memorandum 
urged the Secretary General, to keep non-terrestrial aerial vehicles 
global operations under U.N. surveillance*. 

This memorandum was the first official step ever taken in behalf 
of scientific ufological research. 

The supporting evidences of the proposal were; 

1/ For more than two decades superpowerful alien spacecrafts 
activity have been observed all over the world by the population, private 
UFO researchers, governmental and sclenjjific authorities of the nations. 

2/ Spacecrafts* abnormal configuration of forms, 5.ncredible 
maneuvers are not associated with any known conventional air- or space 
vehicles. - 

3/ No nation has identified them as being of earthly origin. 

From the view of international law , the unidentifiable spacecrafts 
earthbound operations are mainly restricted to nuclear, space,military 
and security installations, strategical areas, vital lines of communication 
and transportation, which are violations of international conventions and 
the nations' aerial and territorial sovereignty. 

From the view of national and global security by causing power 
black outs, disasters in aerial navigation, severe Injuries and death, 
in the testing of their unknown weaponry; they are not only endanger the 
human life and property, but the activity Indicates a planned permanent 
landing on the earth. 

These statements were verified by a comprehensive world wide

The memorandum finally requested the appointment of a scientific 
committee to supervise the supporting research material. 

What was the suprising settlement of this proposal? 

Within 48 hours U.S. government intervened at the U.N. Secretary 
General, and objected to any kind of international control on UFOs. 
Prohibited any committee to supervise the analysis,- and the originator 
of the memorandum Colman VonKeviczky instant removal from the secretariat 
service was demanded. At the same time the Johnson's Administration assured 
to U Thant, to start at once a thoroughgoing scientific study on the 
subject at the University of Colorado,- known as 'Condon Report'. 

But let us review, how the U.S. government raised further 
difficulties on the ICUFON's official efforts: waking up the nations to 
the fact, that SPACE POWERS ARE IN OPERATION ON AND AROUND OUR PLANET,- 
and the development of an INTERNATIONAL UFO AUTHORITY by the nations, 
for the reasons of THE GLOBAL SECURITY AND SCIENTIFIC STUDIES ON THE 
PROBLEM: 

A. November 6, 1967. The first public declaration of the Space 
Power Task Forces operation upon our civilization with unknown assignement 
- declared by 24 nations, was SILENCED and IGNORED. 

B. June 27. 1967. A proposal accepted by Dr. Kurt Waldheim, 

Chairman of the U.N. Outer Space Affairs Committee,- to invite noted 
scientists and researchers to inform the nations at the Outer Space 
Conference in Vienna - WAS SIDE TRACKED, 

C. April 3. 1968. U.S. government STOPPED an International 
Symposium at one of the largest TV station in USA. The participants were 
to have been the world's leading scientific authorities including USSR., 
taking exploring possible solutions of the global UFO problem. 

D. August 14-27. 1968. Vienna. The U.N. Conference on Peaceful 
Uses of Outer Space - sponsored by USA and NASA - REFUSED to place the 
UFO problem on the conference agenda, despite the request by many of the 
participant nations. Request was supported by the 'Petition to the Nations' 
filed with the U.N.delgationson July 29,1968 by ICUFON - DUIST e.V. 

E. Nov.23. 1968. FURTHER REJECTION came from the House of 
Representatives, US Committee on Science and Astronautics,- and on December 
5,1968 from the U.N. Outer Space Division, at a hearing and presentation 

of the global identity and operation of alien galactical space vehicles. 

F. January 1969. United Nations SILENCED ICUFON's request about 
those nations, who are offered territory for an International UFO Research 
Authority, as it was proposed in the 'Petition to the Nations'. 

As final evidence of the U.S. government's consistent counteraction 
and to force for acceptance of it's oiim Scientific Study (Condon Report), 
the value of which has long been discredited by conflicting reports 
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we submit the following: 

G. December 9. 1969. ICUFON submitted a memorandum to all the 
139 premiers of the nations to convene a World Congress for International 
Consideration of Non-Terrestrial Objects Activity. Suprising, 7 days later, 
(instead' of our Issued Press Release 11) the U.S. AF release was 
published by the U.S. news media; informing the nations that'there has 
been no evidence found over 25 years, that UFOs represent any unknown 
technological developments or space ships from out of this world*. 

This uncommon U.S. verdict on a vital global problem, however 
neglects to inform the public how UFOs have suddenly become "KNOWN 
TECHNOLOGICAL DEVELOPMENTS"; because they were explained by the US AF 
authorities on 26 January 1953 on the basis of "MANY COMPETENT OBSERVERS 
REPORT" as"lNTERPLANETARY ORIGIN". (See end.#2) 


It is remarkable, that Robert C. Seamans Jr., AF Secretary stated 
that, " there is no threat to the national security" on this very continent 
on which another civilisation became tragic victims of neglected security. 
As we know in the 16th .Century "unidentifiable human beings" landed on 
this territory. The visitors assured the credulous native population of 
their unlimited love and friendship, while soil samples, minerals, 
vegetables, fruits, animals were peacefully collected to their governments. 
Decades pass. The queer visitors were soon forgotten, when one day large 
fleets of the European maritime powers appeared along the shores, and 
started the forceful colonization-and civilization of our continent 
called AMERICA. 


May I respectfully ask the highest commander of the worlds* largest 
military power, Richard M. Nixon, President of the U.S.A."don't you find 
any similarity here?" After all, there have been numerous global reports 
of "SMALL HUMAN LIKE VISITORS" supposedly doing exactly the same as the 
.European discoverers did in the early days of colonization; collecting ONLY 
soil samples, vegetables, minerals etc. And isn’t it alarming, that somehow 
they have been able to relay information that they mean us "NO HARM"?

Tlie National Scientific Aerial Phonoiaena Research Organization, 
here-in-after refered to as H.S.A.P.R.O., has been constantly engaged in 
aljBOst every aspect of U,F»0» scientific field research since its beginning 
in January of 1967* 

The last twelve months have proved fruitful for N,S,A.P,R,0,*s 
scientific U,F,0, field research teams engaged in intensive programs which 
took some of its membership to many far off places unfrequented by man, 

V/ith your permission, let us glance briefly back into some of 
the activities of N.S,A,P»R,0, starting in the month of July of 1969, 

Picture in your minds eye a dozen or so highly dedicated members 
of N.S.A.P.R.O, gathered together at a remote sky-watch base near Cleveland, 
Ohio, It*s about nine P.M. in the evening. The day was extremely hot, high 
in the 90*s, The sun was beginning to set, and the sky was very clear. 

From a distance, you can hear the voice of N.S.A.P.R.O,'s “Base'Commander'* 
Ronald Brasdovich giving out important instructions for O.F.O, sky-watching 
to his N.S.A.P.R.O, members, Mr, Brasdovich is the president of N.S.A.P.R.O, 
and his job is unique in that he must coordinate the sky-watch activities 
of the entire base, as well as all the administrative duties. 

This particular N.S.A.P.R.O, sky-watch base consisted of three 
separate triangulated posts approximately tvxelve hundred feet apart. Along 
with a trained leader for each post there was sky-watching scientific 
U.F.O, detecting instrumentation such as the quadrants, radio's, magnetic 
detecting equipment, and many more too numerous to mention. 

At ten-thirty P.M., one of the three sky-watch posts, code‘name 
“Red One” spied a huge reddish object coming directly toward the base from 
the north-west, "Red One” immediatly broke radio silence blasting out idth 
coordinates of triangulation to the other two posts, code names “Blue Two”, 
and "Base Command”. You may have said, "The heat was on". To make a long 
story short, the reddish object passed over the N.S.A.P.R.O, sky-watch 
base very swiftly. There were three other sightings that night, all recorded 
scientifically on N.S.A.P.R.O,*s instruments and properly logged. Month 
after month, week after week, throughout the entire summer and fall of 1969 
sky-watches were conducted at this sky-watch base. 

To summerize this report, when one stops to consider what tremenderously 
large amoxmts of time and space the occupants of the U.F.O,*s had to travel 
through to visit us hero on this earth, they like us mortals, had to stand 
up against the strains of hurtling unpitingly and sometimes helplessly through 
the manyiUniverses, through new and uncharted dimensions of time and space, 
through heavens and through hells, to achieve their goals of conqerihg.once 
and for all, the newest frontiers of endless space which they hope will 
provide for them future worlds of peace and their dream of eternal life. 

Science alone can never provide us with all the answers to all the 
many mysteries of the U.F.O,'s, but without science, man lacks the foremat, 
or compass to guide him on his way throughout the universe. The same science 
shall I with the Faith in God, giVe N.S.A.P.R.O. the answers U.F.O,*s.

He was President of U.F.O.I.C. Sydney (the 
oldest existing U,F.O, Group in the world today) 
for 16 years and was well known on the world 
scene, being very largely responsible for the 
respect in which U.F.O.I.C. is regarded. 

I have known Miran since shortly after, his 
arrival in Australia and, 
while we first became 
associated through U.F.¬ 
O.I.C.. I was privileged 
to share other interests 
with him. The breadth 
and depth of his inter¬ 
ests. the brillance of his 
insight, his various tal¬ 
ents and skills all spoke 
■ of the vital, searching 
man of unsatisfied learn¬ 
ing he was, and his drive 
•• and example spurred 
others to do more than 
they normally would 
have done. All these 
’ things arc of importance, 
but to all of us who knew 
him, wc take greatest 
' "pride that the wisdon) of 

his heart was so manifest 
in his sense of,honour 
and kindness: 

We arc all better men and women for having 
known him. Our hearts go out to Lillian, his 
widow, and wc trust that their children Sonya, 
Miranda and Miran, Jnr., will all abundantly 
fulfil the high hopes he ha'd for them.
